Rather a peculiar case came under 
the observation of the police yesterday 
morning.

HIS VIEWS ON THE INTERNA- 
TIONAL CONF SRENCE. 


The Present Time Opportune for 
the Pacific Coast to Cultivate 
Closer. Trade Relations 

with Spanish-America.

San Francisco, Sept. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A complimentary dinner 
was given this evening tu Hon. M. M. Estee, 
who leaves here tomorrow for Washington 
as deiegate to the International American 
Congress, Among those present were Gov. 
Waterman, Senator S:anford, ex-Gov. Por- 
kins, Congressman Morrow, ex-Congiess- 
man Felton, M. H. de Young and Gen. W. 
H. Dimond, 

Mr. Estee made a speech devoted princi-

MORALES IN JAIL. 


To Appear ae a Witness Against. 
Bunch. 

Yesterday Constable Frank Bene- 
dict of Santa Monica and Sheriff Mar- 
tin Aguirre returned from San Diego 
with Morales, the bandit, and be was 
put in the County Jail for safe keeping 
until this morning, when he will be

The bandit is quite a disappoint- 
ment, so far as his personal appear- 
ance is concerned, and is one of the 
last men in the world that would be 


a typical Mexican, with nothing about 
him to atiract any particular atten- 
tion. He speaks very low, and has a 
smile that is not unpleasant. He says 
tunt a great deal has been published 
about him that is not true, but as he is 
sentenced for life, he had taken no 
pains to correct it. 

He says that be has been very well 
treated since his capture, but did not 
like the idea of being ironed. In re- 
gard to his former partner, Bunch, he 
had but little to say, merely rémark- 
ing that be brought the fight on him- 
self, by trying to raise a disturbance 
with him at adance, at Rincon, when 
he refused to fight, us the house 
was that of a friend of his. 

They afterward met on the road, 

and, while riding along togeth- 
er, "Bunch attempted to draw his 
revolver, but he was too quick for him, 


not want the man he shot at, only z 
wanted the horse he rode, but when he 
reached for his watch he thought he 
was after a gun, and be shot at him. 
He denied that he abducted the girl, 
but said thatshe had accompanied bim 
of her own free will, and had followed 
him wherever he went.
